DINNER THURSDAY 


Thursday is to be the gathering of 
the big family, for on that day mem- 
bers of the Upland Lemon Growers’ 
Association are to not only hear the 
annual report of Manager L. R. 
Bradley, but are to enjoy a dinner to 
be served at noon by the ladies of 
the Methodist Church at house No. 2 
of the Lemon Association. 

The meeting is to be called at 
10 a.m., and H. B. Hutchinson, gen- 
eral manager of the Fruit Growers’ 
Supply Company, will give a brief 
history of his organization and what 
it has accomplished. He will also ex- 
plain the re-financing of the Supply 
Company, which occurred lately. 

Manager Harry B. Harlow, of the 
©. K. Exchange, will give a short 
address on “Lemon Marketing,” as 
he has experienced it this year. 

During the afternoon the business 
meeting is to be held, at which will 
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; be heard the annual report of Man- 
ager Bradley, followed by the elec- 
r tion of directors. In his annual re- 


port just issued Manager Bradley 
says of the past year: 

¢ “From the marketing and packing 
house standpoint this has been the 
most satisfactory year we have ever 
experienced in the lemon industry. 

“The market has been good every 
month during the year, and hence 
justified continual shipments. This 
fact made the work in the packing 
nouse easy and the fruit brought very 
satisfactory returns to the growers, 
regardless of the pool in which they 
had their heaviest picks 

“There. were many of our growers, 
however, who have not profited by 
these good prices on account of hav- 
ing ‘very little or no fruit to deliver. 
The regrettable thing is that we did 
not have more fruit to market. 

“The. year has not been a good 
one to try out our new method of 
‘pooling. Any pooling system avould 
_ have been satisfactory this year. We 
are entering upon a year which looks 
Tike one that will ‘give up a very

CITRUS CROP RATED 
AT 95 OF NORMAL 


% Revised estimates of the coming 
# citrus crop were compiled yester- 
day by J. P.. Coy, county horti- 
cultural commissioner, following 
the monthly meeting of deputies 
and inspectors. 

At present the orange crop is 
estimated at between 90 and 95 
per cent of capacity, which is 
decided'y better than an average 
erop. 

Lemons are estimated at 95 per 
cent.

Photo shows the line of earthen sewer pipe, two blocks long, laid 
at the University of Chicago, at the direction of Prof. Albert Michelson, 
head of the Department of Physics of the University, and Prof. Henry 
Gordon Gale, dean of the Graduate School of Science. Recording ap- 
paratus and various other instruments have been installed in wooden 
sheds at each end of the tube. With them the professors hope to either 
controvert the Einstein doctrine of relativity or establish it as a physical 
law, on a parity with the law of gravitation. This apparatus, they say, 
is entirely too small for a strictly accurate and scientific test—so a large 
field at least a quarter of a mile square may be used later, with a tube a 
quarter of a mile long.
